organization, 
one through 
which Mb’» may be form ulated 
ami 
transm itted to the larger organiza

of the 
farm er 
N«ffhing m«»re.

county 
agent 
should spend 
most of his tim e among the farm ers 
on their farrqs, advising

the highway. 
In other words, the av­ 
erage time two yvars ago was fifteen 
to twenty miles per hour. 
It is now 
twenty-five to thirty miles per hour. 
The saving in time and the saving in 
depreciation am i. perating expense on 
the car has 
doubly repaid the 
car 
owner for his litenae paid and 
the 
State for 
the 
money 
invested 
in 
maintenance. 
The maintenar.ee and marking 
of 
Missouri roads has already attracted 
favorable comment from all traveler?. 
While tihere 
are 
no through roads 
completed, the main highways can be 
negotiated most any day in the^year. 
The marking and maintenance 
pro­ 
gram has brought many outsiders in­ 
to this State for viaiting and touring. 
The outside traveler 
has left 
with 
Missouri more money than the cost of 
maiinte nance. 
Maintenance in no instance should 
be neglectexl. 
It must have priority 
over construction. 
Construction may 
Ik* delayed slightly on account of a 
portion of the money being used for 
maintenance, but tthis delay is amply 
justified on account of the additional 
service 
whieh 
systematic mainten­ 
ance is rendering. 
The Department is studying care­ 
fully the maintenance costs on vari­ 
ous tyjM*s of improved roads and 
is 
building roads that will best serve the 
traffic and will result in the minimum 
upkeep, taking all factors of 
road 
service and economics into consider­ 
ation. 
The money marie 
available 
from 
the gasoline tax for 1925 should ap­ 
proximate 
$4,000,000. 
This is more 
than is needed for the annual state 
road maintenance, which should 
be 
about $2,000,000 annually or approxi­ 
mately an average of $250 per mil« 
The balance of the gasoline fund, to­ 
gether with the increased motor reg­ 
istration fees voted by the people at 
the November election, will provide a 
fund, which added to the $35,000,000 
bonds yet unsold, will in a reasonable 
time provide a connected and improv­ 
ed system of roads that will not be 
excelled in any State in the union —
